A solution has been proposed to 
Wilmington’s recent school budget 
crisis. 

Provided all concerned parties 
agree, it'is expected the town's free 
cash will be certified by November 
14 and used to pay vendors’ bills 
totaling $121,775. The remaining 
$37,621 owed to teachers has 
already been incorporated into the 
tax rate, on advice from the state 
Department of Revenue. 

At the conclusion of the 1988 
fiscal year, the school department 
was fgced with an embarrassing 
shortfall totalling $159,396. Since 
then, the Wilmington School 
Committee, the finance committee, 
the town accountant, and others 
have been working to reach both 
short and long term solutions to the 
problem 

The solution was proposed jointly 
by Sclectmen Chairman Jim 
Stewart and Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski at Monday's sclect- 
men's mecting. In explaining the 
"reasonable and attractive" pro- 
posal, Stewart said "the one thing 
we don't want to do is climinate or 
lessen the quality of education." He 
added that his proposal will provide 
an alternative to a plan to transfer 
funds from the current tight budget 
and will hopefully reassure parents 
that quality education is still a 
priority in Wilmington, 

Under the terms of the proposal, 
the cash will be certified before 
November 14, if possible, A 
nine-tenths vote will still be need- 
ed at November's special town 
mecting to use free cash, however, 
since the town is dealing with 
unpaid bills. 

‘A favorable vote will avoid any 
cuts to the FY '89 school budget. It 
will also reduce funds for the total 
town budget in FY'90, according to 
Stewart. Defeat of the proposal, 
added Stapezynski, would increase 
the price of future bids, threaten 
the town's AA bond rating, and 
cause the town to lose credibility.

already been proposed in the past 
by the school's Certified Public 
Accountant, John Deislinger. 

Stewart agreed with Deislinger’s 
suggestion to combine the town and 
school accounting systems. Stewart 
said in FY'89, the town accountant 
would be linked to the school 
department's financial information 
system via a terminal in his office. 
Stewart explained this in no way 
means the town accountant is 
responsible for the school budget. 
School officials would still retain 
control of their own budget, he 
said.lt does, however, provide a 
form of checks and balances to 
assure such crises will not recur. 

Residents would have to cast a 
favorable vote at the annual town 
mecting in April to incorporate the 
school's financial system into the 
town’s. 

Selectmen voted unanimously to 
‘support the proposal. Chairmen of 
both the school committee and 
fincom are expected to bring up the 
proposal for similar votes of their 
boards. 

Stewart maintained this was a 
move in the right direction. He said 
it was time to put “personality 
issues behind us” and do what's best 
in order not to jeopardize quality 
education. 


Wilmington Had 
adopt parking stickers 


A move to reserve railroad 
parking facilities for Wilmington 
residents was begun Monday as 
‘selectmen voted unanimously to 
have the town manager explore the 
feasibility of a sticker parking 
program. 

The action was initiated by 
Chairman Jim Stewart. Stewart told 
his board as surrounding towns 
begin to tighten up their parking 
regulations, out of town commuters 
are drifting to Wilmington and 
filling up town lots. This, he added, 
was creating problems for Wil- 
mington commuters.

CDAG funding still undecided

The fate of aCDAG grant to help 
reduce infrastructure costs for 
Shawsheen River Estates is still up 
in the air following a last ditch 
effort by neighbors to be heard 

Though Wilmington selectmen 
said Monday there was still room to 
negotiate some concessions if the 
$500,000 CDAG funds are 
awarded by the state, project 
proponents Jay Tighe and John 
Bresnahan said that wasn't possible. 
Bresnahan startled selectmen when 
he maintained the town already 
concluded its negotiations in asking 
for such things as new water pipes, 
a top quality pumping station, and a 
sewer line brought in from Grove 
Avenue. 

Selectmen Chairman Jim Stewart 
said nothing had yet been nego- 
tiated by his board, which retains 
control over CDAG funds. Stewart 
added he had made it "very clear” 
in June there would be "trade-offs" 
later, even though those trade-offs 
may not center on issues like access, 
which was already addressed in the 
comprehensive permit decision. 

The misunderstanding followed 
on the heels of revelations at a prior 
meeting that showed Tighe's fund- 
ing was tied to receipt of the CDAG 
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grant and the developer's financial 
Picture had changed. Because se 
lecunen were not kept informed of 
the changes, they elected to hold up 
their endorsement of the grant until 
they were assured Tighe could fi- 
nance the project 

Bresnahan told selectmen propo- 
nents don't intend to use “one dime” 
of bank funds for the project 

“Our intention is not to use any 
construction financing at all,” he 
said, adding that they could also 
fund the project without CDAG 
monies. Bresnahan explained that 
proponents have commitments for 
seven million dollars, even though 
the maximum estimated loan 
requirement for the project is six 
million. He said he would be glad to 
divulge further financial informa- 
tion to "responsible" town officials. 

Stewart said if Bresnahan doesn't 
need the CDAG grant, proponents 
should take half of it and allow the 
town to negotiate concessions. for 
neighbors with the remainder. 

“Half a pic's better than none,” he 
said. 

Tighe explained because of poten- 
tial problems with ledge on Hop- 
kins Street and the fact that he had 
been “dictated to” by water and 
sewer commissioners, who are 
looking out for the town's interest, 
he may need the funds at a later 
date. He reminded Stewart that 
unless selectmen support the grant,

the town could lose control over 
local preference. 

ecumen said before a decision 
can be reached on further support, 
they would need to clear up any 
misunderstandings and review such 
things as a cash flow chart, a 
phasing plan for the project, and 
the final application already sent to 
the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency. 

Both officials and neighbors 
asked a number of questions 
throughout the lengthy session. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
raised a "what if" situation regard- 
ing units which may go unfilled 
because of a glut in the market, He 
was told eight units a month would 
be built then sold immediatcly 
during the projected three year 
construction period. If units don’t 
sell, said Bresnahan, construction 
would stop until the market 
improves. Neighbors and at least 
one selectman, Dan Ballou, 
expressed dismay with the news, 
saying they didn’t favor a drawn 
out project. 

Reed Street resident Steve 
Dorrance asked whether propo- 
nents would finish all site and 
infrastructure work first, given the 
disruption to the neighborhood if 
the construction period is pro- 
longed. Bresnahan replicd it was 
his intention to phase all work, 
though Stewart said the town may 
require something different as far 
as phasing and bonding is 
concerned, 

Carole Hamilton, chairman of the 
Wilmington Planning Board, noted 
that the process is unknown since 
“we, as a town, have never done 
this kind of project." She said if

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Tewksbury turns down truck ban, 
asks better input from Wilmington

The Tewksbury Board of Select- 
men this week i to oar a 
proposed ban on heavy trucking on 
Salem Road, citing problems with a 
Wilmington proposal. 

[The avenue is called Salem Road 
in Tewksbury, but becomes Salem 
Street at the Wilmington line. Both 
names will be used interchangeably 
in this story. -- Ed.] 

The Wilmington proposal would 
have heavy trucks follow 1-93 to 
1-495, then take Route 38 through 
the center of town to their local 
destinations, instead of using the 
smaller side roads. 

Expecting, however, that the big 
rigs will instead use the 1-93 exit at 
Dascomb Road as a shortcut into 
town, an additional proposal by 
Tewksbury would exclude heavy 
trucks from portions of Shawsheen 
Street, East Street and Vale Street. 

A Tewkbury subcomittee, made 
up of Selectmen Bill Hurton and 
Charles Coppola, Police Chief John 
Mackey, and Town Manager David 
Cressmen, reviewed the proposal 
by the town of Wilmington, and 


found it lacking, according to 
Coppola. ' 

To ban heavy trucking on Salem 
Road, Coppola told the selectmen, 
would require more money and 
manpower than Tewksbury can 
spare. Traffic studies would first be 
needed on the various roads, and 
more funding for the police would 
be needed to pay for enforcing, the 
trucking bans, he said. 

Also, the town does not have the 
special scales needed for weighing 
trucks, Coppola said. 

Tewksbury Town Manager David 
Cressman this week said that the 
intersection of Interstate 495 and 
Route 38 is “already horrendous," 
and that adding more truck traffic 
would only make things worse. 

Wilmington Selectman Michael 
McCoy paid a visit to Tewksbury's 
board this week, but said that he 
was on hand to represent neighbors 
and not as an offical spokesman of 
the town, 

"The dangerous trucks belong on 
the main drags,” McCoy told his 
Tewksbury collegues, "not on the 
secondary roads, the scenic roads." 


Court complaint issued 
for fence violation © 


A fence at the corner of Salem 
Street and Ring Avenue in 
Wilmington is the cause of a 
complaint which has been issued 
against the man leading a deiye to 
ban trucks from Salem Street. 

Anthony Capuano of Ring 
Avenue is the owner of a fence 
which town officials have charged 
is blocking the view of motorists 
emerging onto Salem Street from 
Ring Avenue. A complaint was 
issued against him in Woburn 
District Court on Friday, after a 
hearing initiated by the Wilmington 
Police Department. 

Capuano has said that the fence 
complaint is being pressed because 
of his activity in pressing for a 
truck ban. 

When interviewed by the Town 


Crier in early September, Capuano 
said that if the fence were a hazard, 
he would immediately remove it 
Instead, he is fighting the matter by 
challenging officials to take him to 
court, which they have now done. 

Capuano requested accident 
reports for the intersection going 
back 16 years. Although he has not 
received the reports, he has 
displayed a letter from the chief of 
police saying that there have been 
no accidents at the intersection in 
the past 21 months. 

Capuano maintains that the speed 
of the traffic on Salem Suet is the 
safety problem, not his fence. He 
has said that, if anything, the 
presence of the fence causes 
motorists to be extra careful when 
pulling out of Ring Avenue.

Chief of Police Bobby Stewart 
said that the fence and the truck ban 
are two separate and distinct 
matters. He said that Capuano had 
not been singled out. "I just don't 
operate that way,” he said. 

Stewart said that the matter of the 
fence began last summer. He said 
that the town engincer’s report on 
the traffic visibility line of the 
fence was dated two days before 
Capuano submitted a petition on the 
truck ban. 

As to Capuano's promise to 
submit complaints of fences, signs 
and shrubs blocking the view at 
other intersections, Chief Stewart 
said, "When something is brought 
to our attention, we investigate it.” 


Microwave okayed 
for NYNEX tower 


The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals on September 20 granted 
to the NYNEX Mobile 
Communications Inc. a variance to 
allow the placement of a 
microwave transmission disc, four 
feet in diameter on an existing 
tower located at 625 Main St. There 
was no opposition to the proposal. 

The Attorney was Lawrence 
Kaplan, and the enginecring 
discussion was by John A. 
Williams, of NYNEX. 

NYNEX has, in the past four 
years, so increased the capacity of 
its radio telephone transmission for 
portable telephones that it is now 
climinating the use of telephone 
lines and cables, Williams told the 
appeals board. A serics of towers is 
to be built, or already has been 
built. The nearest one will be in 
North Andover. 

Communications by microwave 
will completely eliminate the use of 
telephone lines and cables, and will 
result in clearer transmission of 
messages. There will be added 
reliability, and the system will be 
flexible, so as to allow for the 
addition of more circuits. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, Williamson said has 
very strict regulations, far more 
ridgid than those of the United 
States. 

There will be no more 
“exposure” to microwaves than 
there will be from a microwave 
oven more than a few fect away, 
Williamson said. The vote of the 
board was unaniamous.

Tony Capuano of Salem Street, 
Wilmington, who has

his neighborhood, said that many of 
the heaviest trucks aré coming 
from a sand pit at the Wilmington - 
North Reading line, and taking 
Salem Road to Route 38 as a short- 
cut to Lowell. 

Selectman Bill Hurton of Tewks- 
bury doubted that Route 38 would 
be quicker than the interstates, but 
Capuano held his ground. 

Cement trucks “by the hundreds": 
are using Salem Street, many of! 
them illegally overweight, he said, 
but the "interstates were built for 
that kind of traffic.” One such truck! 
was supposedly caught by Wilm- 
ington police on Salem Street that 
morning, and Capuano said the 
truck was found to be 7,600 pounds" 
over its legal weight limit. 


Other dangerous trucking on the 
road includes vehicles carrying up 
to 11,000 gallons of gasoline, he 
said, and 14-wheel "tri-axle" trucks. 
that would "take out ten houses” if 
one ever lost Control. 

"This place has become a high- 
way,” Capuano said, suggesting that 
a maximum weight limit of five 
tons be established for trucks on 
Salem Street. 

After his address to the select- 
men, Capuano was givefi a round of 
applause by the gathering on hand. 

But while Tewksbury selectmen 
agreed that a problem exists, they 
said they were not satisfied with the 
proposal by Wilmington. 

Bill Massos, of Salem Road in 
Tewksbury, asked the selectmen to” 
make a counter-proposal to Wilm- 
ington, to keep communications on’ 
the subject open. 

Selectman Chairman Jay Kelley 
told Massos that Tewksbury has no 
intention to abandon the issue, but 
said that a better proposal from 
Wilmington is needed. 

The board voted unanimously to, 
send a letter to Wilmington town 
manager Buzz Stapczynski giving’ 
Tewksbury's reasons for refusing 
the truck exclusion proposal.

sought on 
Shawsheen. 
River Estates

\At a CDAG hearing in June, 
Wilmington selectmen agreed to 
endorse a $500,000 state grant for 
the Shawsheen River Estates 
project in return for several con- 
cessions made by the developer at a 
later date. Those concessions, they 
said at the time, would only be 
negotiated with their board and 
funds would only be released if the 
trade-offs were accepted by 
proponents of the project. 

At an executive session Monday 
night, selectmen reportedly drew 
up a second list of trade-offs for 
negotiation purposes. The original 
list included such concessions as a 
reduction in density, landscaping 
buffer, three alternatives to a 
through access road to address 
traffic safety issues, and lessening 
the construction impact on neigh- 
borhoods. 

In Monday's open session, some 
selectmen said they had concerns 
similar to those of neighbors, who 
feared the project would create 
safety problems for their children 
and jeopardize their quality of life. 
Both Michael McCoy and Dan 
Ballou said they would negotiate to 
change the through access road 
from Hopkins to Reed Street, 
perhaps, to two dead end cul de 
sacs to avoid cut-through traffic. 
McCoy said after talking to Fire 
Chief Dan Wandell, the chief had 
“absolutely” no problem with 
making the two streets extensions 
rather than thru streets, 

Planning Board Chairman Carole 
Hamilton questioned the legality of 
reopening issues that were resolved 
in the board of appeals decision. 
The board of appeals stated that 
access would be a through road 
connecting Hopkins and Reed 
Streets. Stewart said it might be 
difficult to open access as an 
negotiating point, despite the fact 
that it was one of the issues 
selectmen sajdythey.waald consider 
‘once the fumds come in. 

According’to the*town manager, 
the state-te#eady to move on the 
CDAG grant once the final 
application to the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency is 
approved. That reportedly could 
take four to eight weeks.

At that 
time, the board is expected to issue 
a decision on the plans. 

The Amherst Road project is 
located off Shawsheen Avenue near 
the West Intermediate School. At 
the hearing, Nitzsche reviewed 
revisions to the original plan which 
include a realignment of the road, 
the climination of a concrete wall, 
and the addition of a tenth houselot 
Nitzsche said the revisions have 
already been discussed with the 
town engineer and proponents have

Nitzsche explained the plan met 
board of health criteria and 90 
percent of both lots would be 
paved.

Abuttor Rick Jajodynski pointed 
out that Forrest's original intent 
was to use the four and a half acre 
parcel for his service stayon 
Chairman Carole Hamilton replied 
that the owner has the right to 
develop his land “to the best and 
highest use.” 

"We as a planning board will not 
stand in the way of that happening,” 
she said. Hamilton added, as far as 
her board is concerned, Partridge 
Lane is a legal and not a marginal 
subdivision. 

Other issucs had to do with the 
construction of parking facilities 20 
fect away from the nearest lot lines 
and access off Westdale Avenue. 
Neighbors were assured there 
would be no commercial or indus- 
trial traffic routed through West- 
dale Avenue, which is a,residemial 
strcet. The only access to the project 
will be through a 60-foot wide rodd 
off Lowell Surcet, Lente id. 


The Massachusetts Commissioner 
of the Department of Public 
Works, Jane Garvey, told the 
Woburn Business Association, last 
week, that the DPW remains 
committed to the building of a road 
to connect Woburn and 
Wilmington. at the ends of New 
Boston Street. 

No time limit was set by the 
commissioner, but she praised the 
mayor of Woburn, John Rabbitt, 
for “moving ahead" with 
engineering and land taking work 
in the area where the two ends of 
New Boston Strect are separated. A 
former bridge, at the town - city 
line has been out of commission for 
some years. 


Garvey spoke for over half an 
hour on projects relating to Route 
128 and Woburn. One subject of 
discussion was a new interchange 
for Interstate 93 to provide access 
for the North Woburn industrial 
area, The only access to the area 
comes from Route 128. 

The present design calls for only 
one exit from Interstate 93, and that 
on the south bound lane. Members. 
of the Association and others told 
Garvey that it would make more 
sense if the new interchange 
allowed motorists to enter and exit 
from both sides of Interstate 93, 
according to a report printed in the 
Times Chronicle of Woburn.

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Frankly speaking

The agenda for the November special town meeting 
should make for a tedious evening, as voters consider a 
broad range of warrant articles dealing with the budget, 
town Charter amendments, and certain changes to local 
zoning by-laws. 

Articles Three, Four and Five are proposed by the 
Affordable Housing Task Force and represent a year's 
work on how to improve the availability of affordable 
housing through changes in zoning. Lynn Leab from 
Community Opportunities Group, Inc. has been the 
town's consultant, and says that the principle objective of 
the zoning proposals is to “encourage affordable housing 
that meets the needs of the town and best preserves the 
town's character,” 

Article Five should be the least controversial of the 
zoning changes. Saying the idea is "to help elderly 
people and others share housing costs", Lynn Leab 
describes the article as a positive change for those who 
want to build a separate apartment within their own 
home. 

Presently, a home owner would have to go before the 
appeals board for an accessory apartment. With Article 
Five, you would simply go to the building inspector for a 
permit. There would be strict design and parking 
requirements and the home must remain owner 
occupied. Perhaps most significant, the appearance of 
the structure would have to remain that of a 
single-family home, 

Article Four is where things get a little more 
interesting. Directly linked to Article Three, it would 
establish something called the Inclusionary Housing 
Bonus, which we will coin the IHB. 

In a nutshell, [HB holds out a carrot to developers in 
hope that they will work with the town on affordable 
housing, and avoid the now famous Chapter 774 
program. Chapter 774 leaves little control to local 
zoning and regulatory boards. 

THB would grant developers a 50 percent increase in 
density in exchange for the construction of affordable 
units, The program would be managed by the planning 
board, and the guidelines for what is considered 
affordable would be modeled after the Home Ownership 
Program. ConsuJtant Lynn Leab described Article Four 
as an effort to "put affordable housing back in the hands 
of the town, instead of the state." 

Now for the real meat of the zoning proposals, Article 
Three. It is the most intriguing, and should spur the most 
debate at town mecting. If passed, the two major changes 
would be taking town mecting out of the PRD approval 
process and linking Planned Residential Development 
(PRD) projects to affordable housing. 

Presently, PRD proposals must go to town meeting 
for approval. Article Three would end that, and instead 
the proponents would deal directly with the planning 
board. In defense of this, Lynn Leab said, "The key here 
isn't a carte blanche to the planning board, but instead 
strict development standards that will be spelled out.” 

In fact, Article three is an improvement, from a 
Conservation perspective, in the density of PRD projects. 
According to Lynn Leab, a PRD located in an R60 zone 
today would allow for the construction of three units per 
acre. With the passage of Article 3, this would change to 
one unit per acre. 

However, there would be a density increase if the 
planning board awarded an Inclusionary Housing Bonus, 
as outlined in Article Four. This is where Articles Three 
and Four are closely linked, and dependent on one 
another, The IHB, as we call it, would for the first time 
link PRD with affordable housing. Lynn Leab describes 
this as "the major change" of all the zoning proposals. 

Taking town mecting out of the approval process for 
PRD is the most controversial zoning change to be 
proposed in some time. In a way, it's ironic. Affordable 
housing is a community problem, which should be solved 
with a community consensus. Town meetings have 
provided consensus for some two hundred years now, 
and one would hope that its “ntegrity will not be 
comprimised without very good reason.

A chance remark by the chairman of the Wilmington Planning 
Board zeroed in on a major concern with the 774 project 
Shawshcen River Estates. 

Carole Hamilton told selectmen this week "we as a town have 
never done this kind of project (before)." The whole process, 
she added, “at this point is a little bit unknown.” 

To many observors, Shawsheen River Estates is an experiment 
never before attempted in Wilmington. As with any experiment, 
people are unsure how it will turn out. It could be a failure, in 
which case neighbors will surely bear the brunt of the 
experiment. Or it could be a success. In that case, the project 
could turn out to be one answer to Wilmington's affordable 
housing needs and, perhaps, a showpiece for the state. 

Neighbors have been criticized in recent months for comering 
town officials and repeatedly bringing up the same concems. 
Those concerns have yet to be addressed, even partially, to 

“ neighbors’ satisfaction. Some residents have said though they 
had faith that the town would bargain on their behalf, that faith 
tums out to be misplaced. 

Through the board of sclectmen, Wilmington still has a chance 
to address such legitimate concems as safety and traffic issues, 
access to the site, construction impact, density, and aesthetics. 
Project proponents say they no longer have the same moncy 
constraints as before, largely because of their phasing plans and 
the willingness of several banks to invest in their development. 
Sclectmen should take advantage of this since money was 
originally given as a reason NOT to grant some amenitics, 
reduce density, or change the road layout. 

While there is still time,3electmen should become informed 
on all aspects of the project and hang tough on previous 
concessions they themselves requested of residents. Only then 
can this embattled development tum into a positive project for 
the entire town.

Dear Larz:

A “No” vote on Question 4 will 
kcep us going long enough to solve 
the long range problems.

Question Three would 


cripple farmers 
by Larz F. Neilson 

With the level of development that has occurred in the area in 
recent years, it might seem that there are no farmers left in this 
part of the state, But they do still exist, and they are now facing 
yet another threat to their existence, on top of escalating land 
values, lack of farm hands and declining food prices. 

A group of animal rights activists has placed a referendum on 
the November ballot which, if approved, would require the state 
Department of Food and Agriculture to implement regulations 
to assure humane treatment of farm animals, and create a 
so-called scientific advisory board to oversee this matter. 

Proponents of Question Three cite abuses such as confinement 
of veal calves, confinement of laying hens, and suffocating or 
grinding of male baby chicks as problems which would be 
addressed by the proposed law. 

On the surface, this might seem like a good idea, After all, 
who could be in favor of hurting animals? This proposal, 
though, would hurt the people who raise animals -- the farmers. 

There is no evidence of animal abuse occurring in 
Massachusetts. Farmers say that the referendum was created by 
people who neither understand nor appreciate livestock 
farming. And even if there were isolated cases of abuse to be 
found, this would not justify going after all farmers with 
unnecessarily broad controls. 

The regulations proposed under the referendum would be so 
far-reaching as to. affect any farmer keeping animals. Most 
farmers would have to build new barns to meet the 
requirements. Faced with such a severe economic burden, most 
of them would have to sell out, resulting in a tragic loss of open 
space throughout the state. 

The law does create a fund to pay farmers for improvements, 
but it would not begin to cover the cost of the work that would 
be required, The fund would provide about $500,000. 

The Commissioner of the Department of Food and Agricul- 
ture estimates that the provisions of this law would require 
farmers to spend $90 million tb alter barns and structures. 

Additionally, farmers object to the proposed advisory board 
as being biased in its makeup, with four of the five proposed, 
members to be named by animal rights groups, and nobody 
representing the farmers. The board would be just another layer: 
of bureaucracy adding complications and costs to the life of the 
Bay State's already over-burdened farmers. This board would’ 
use taxpayers’ money to advance the viewpoint of a narrowly-. 
focused group. 

Question Three does have some noble purposes. After all, who 
can argue in favor of mal-treatment of animals. The referendum! 
as presented, though, has flaws which would make it a bad law. ' 

The Committee on Natural Resources and Agriculture unani- 
mously rejected the proposed law, citing severe defects in both’ 
fornyand content. In its report, the committce noted that at its’ 
heating, almost every person or group (except the petition: 
sponsors) expressed serious reservations or outright opposition. * 

The committee, made up of five state senators and 11 
representatives, including Geoffrey Beckwith of Reading, noted | 
that the proposal makes reference to practices (such as the‘ 
grinding of baby chicks) that have not been used in, 
Massachusetts agriculture for more than 50 years, in an attempt 
to evoke hysteria among a caring citizenry. 

Not one of the 16 legislators on the committee supported this | 
petition. The report reads, "Each of has different reasons for! 
Opposing the Initiative, but we all agree that Passage of H4002; 
will have dire consequences not only for farmers but for alli 
citizens of the Commonwealth." ! 

Voters would do well to reject Question Three. !

Dear Larz: 

Re: "Madame Eames” article 
T.C., 21 Sept. 1988. 

I believe that Fred and Gertrude 
(Gounds) Eames could have lived 
in the Zaccagnini house and not the 
Peterson house at 34 Middlesex 
Avenue. I could be wrong though. 
We moved from Reading to 311 
Middlesex Avenue in 1917 and 
lived there until 19 Nov. 1927. (I 
remember that date because it was 
my 12th birthday that we moved to 
136 Middlesex Avenue) at that time 
Frank Lawrence, brother of Fred 
lived in the Zaccagnini home with 
his wife, Helen A. Slipp of Lowell, 
who was born in Cambr, New 
Brunswick, 31 Jan, 1871 and died 
in Wilmington 19 Apr. 1923. They 
were married 16 Oct. 1912 - he 
being 54 years old and she 43; 
needless to say there were no 
children. After Mrs. Eames died, 
Frank had a housekeeper by name 
of Olive Merritt; but on his 
gravestone there are three women's 
names: Helen, his wife; Augusta C.

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Whales were born in 
the Scammon Lagoon

Two whales, frozen in the ice 
north of Pt. Barrow, Alaska, have 
captured the attention of the world. 
As this is being written Soviet 
Russia has dispatched two ice 
breakers to the scene, in an effort to 
assist. 

Those whales, and all others of 
the species of California Gray 
Winele were Sern 8 Some 
Lagoon, a part of Baja California. 
It is a story that is not well known. 
one recent tv program reported 
that the gray whale was born “off 
lower California.” 

The Scammon Lagoon was 
discovered in the days before the 
Civil War to be the place where the 
California Gray was born, and 
where that species of whale spent 
the winter months by Capt. Charles 
M. Scammon. Maine born, by 
profession he was a whaler and 
hunter of other marine animals. 


Dear Larz: ; 

T've found it necessary to write 
you on one prior occasion in the17 
years I've resided in Wilmington. 
That was a response to a letter 
published in the 7-16-86 edition. I 
made a vow to myself that that 
would be my one and only letter to 
you. I must break that vow with this 
letter which I write in direct 
response to the "Frankly Speaking” 
column published in the 10-12-88 

My first letter was quite lengthy 
as I pointed out cach and every 
unsubstantiated accusation and 
stated what actually had happened. I 
was forced to take that route 


This letter will be as brief as 
Possible because you are being 
provided a copy of the decision of 
the Civil Service Commission. 
(Appeal No. D-2711, Robert 
Vassallo Appellant- vs- Town of, 
Wilmington) Chief Counsel Cohen 
of the Civil Service Commission 
can aitest to this document being a 
public record and she can be 
reached at 617 -272- 2293. 

Mr. Sowyrda, the author of the 
column to which I'm responding, 
has never attended one day of 
testimony at any of the judicial 
proceedings. That includes 11 days 
of testimony at the Town Hall 
Public Hearing and 7 days of 
testimony at the Civil Service 
Commission. 

To date, 4 fellow police officers 
have given testimony contradictory 
to Robert Vassallo's. He has paid 
$10,000 to my sot, and not to my 
family as reported by Sowyrda. 
‘That payment was contingent on 
my son's withdrawing a complaint 
he had filed against Officer 
Vassallo at Woburn District Court. 
‘That complaint charged Vassallo 


Scammon, unlike other whalers, 
had an innate curiosity about the 
animals he caught.

‘The result has been an increase in 
numbers. 

‘The whales leave the lagoon in 
early spring and swim north, to the

Vassallo was then found guilty and 
received the maximum penalty of 
demotion at the Town Hall Public 
Hearing.

Larz, tell the people of 
Wilmington who the Civil Service 
Commission accuses of lying. 
While you're at it tell them the 
name of the person whose 
testimony they discredit. Mr. 
Sowyrda....it is Robert Vassallo in 
both cases! 

Sowyrda states in his article that 
my family are “fine people” and 
“respected in the community.” 
Evidently we are not “fine” or 
“respected” enough because he has 
never consulted us as to what took 
place on the night of February 23, 
1985. So where did he get his 
information if he didn't speak to 
any of the defense witnesses and 
mever attended any of the judicial 

ings? 


Larz, it will be four years ago this 
February 23rd that Robert Vassallo 
performed in a manner which cost 
him $10,000, his stripes and a great 
deal of embarrassment. But if this 
newspaper had followed this case 
and reported what was testified to 
there wouldn't be people out there

Scammon 
remained in the Revenue Marine 
for over 20 years. 

The publisher of the Town Crier 
has been near the Scammon Lagoon 
on several occasions, but has never 
seen it. Westerly of the entrance is 
an island, Cedros Island, past which 
he has sailed times. 


wondering what really happened. If 
you print the decision of the Civil 
Service Commission I'm sure a lot 
of those questions will be answered. 

And give Sowyrda some much 
needed advice. If he wants to 
pursue a career in journalism he 
will have to learn that a story is not 
complete and objective until both 
sides have been heard from. 

I would like to end what I hope 
will be my last letter to you by 
leaving Sowyrda with a few points 
of interest. 

1) Robert Vassallo cleaned the 
floor, walls and cell bars of the cell 
my son was assaulted in on 
February 23, 1985. It was covered 
with my son's blood. 

2)-A contingency of my son 
accepting the $10,000 payment 
from Vassallo was that he not be 
allowed to testify at any future 
proceedings. Why would he care if 
my son testified if the payment 
“was not admitting guilt" but 
instead just an attempt “to settle a 
delicate situation” as Sowyrda states 
in his article. Where was the 
delicate situation if no medical 
attention was required as Sowyrda 
also writes. Is this guy for real? 

3) Vassallo's attorney asked me 
why my son was suing Vassallo and 
not the Town of Wilmington from 
whom a greater amount of moncy 
could be acquired. I told him that 
the Town did not kick my son in the 
face. 

4) In my first letter I requested 
that everyone who testified submit 
to polygraph examinations, I'm still 
waiting.

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Baratta seated as new

‘The first half hour of the meeting 


of the Wilmington Sewer and 
Water Commissioners on October 
20.was devoted to an indoctrination 
ofthe new commissioner, Noel 
Baratta, P.E., of 11 Taft Rd. The 
deputy director of Parks Enginecr- 
ing & Construction Division of the 
Metropolitan District Commission, 
he has been a Wilmington resident 
for 11 years. 

About the only item that was not 
mentioned by Chairman Arthur 
Smith was the fact that 
Wilmington’s town accountant gets 
the financial statements of the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Department. 

A wide range of subjects having 
to do with operations was 
discussed. Overall, that first half 
hour can be described as “jolly.” 

The commissioners are the 
persons who lay out policy and who 
(approve of all the incoming bills, 
} but they do not run the water 
\department. That is the task for the 

Saperintendent, Paul Duggan, in his 

office, but not at home, Baratta was 

told. 
From time to time selectmen or 
other political persons appear at the 
commissioner's meetings, 
attempting to influence the thinking 
of the commissioners in behalf of 
some person. The commissioners 
do not and will not listen to such 
pleas. Baratta was told of one such

Women over the age of 35 who 
have no insurance, who are on 
Medicare of Medicaid, or whose 
insurance docs not reimburse for 
screening mammograms, may 
register to receive the lifesaving 
test at a reduced cost through 
November 30. Women who mect 
these criteria should call the 
American Cancer Society toll free 
at 1-800-952-7644 to receive a 
coupon which is reimbursable at 
the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington for a mammogram. 
Appointments will be scheduled for 
between now and May 1, 1989. 

November 30, 1987, Massachus- 
etts became the fourth state to 
require insurance companies to 
reimburse for the cost of 
mammograms and Pap tests 
according to the schedules 
recommended by the American 
Cancer Society. While more than 
80 percent of women are now 
covered by insurance for the cost of 
their mammograms, only one in 
four women have the test regularly. 
The guidelines for mammography 
are: a first, or baseline 
mammogram between the ages of 
35 and 39; a mammogram every 
one or two years between ages 40 
and 49; a mammograph annually 
after the age of 50, The Socicty 
stresses that a mammogram is only 
part of the fight against breast 
cancer. Women 18 years of age and 
over should perform monthly 
breast self-examination, and 
include physician breast exams as 
part of their regular health 
checkups.

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Civil Service decision on Vassallo case 


Editor's note: The following is 
athe text of a decision by the state 
Civil Service Commission, issued 
on an appeal of a demotion of 


* Robert Vassallo. It is printed to 


provide some clarification as to the 
case. A-letier from Bernard 
MeNally appears on Page 6 of this 
paper regarding the same subject. 


Pursuant to Massachusetts 
General Laws chapter 31 section 
43, the Appellant, Robert E. 
Vassallo, is appealing the decision 
of the Appointing Authority, Town 
of Wilmington, to demote the 
Appellant from the rank of 
Sergeant to the rank of Patrolman 
of the Wilmington Poiice 

ent, 

The appeal was timely filed. 
(Exhibit 1). A hearing was held at 
the Offices of the Civil Service 
Commission. The hearing was 
declared public at the request of the 


documents are: in 
evidence. (Exhibit 1-15). The 
Appellant and nine other witnesses 
testified. Both partics made 
arguments on the record and 
submitted memoranda. 

The Appointing Authority stated 
six specific reasons for demoting 
the Appellant in a letter of 
notification dated January 17, 
1986. (Exhibit 2). The reasons 
include; 

- A. The use of excessive and 
unnecessary force on February 24, 
1985, at about 12:00 A.M. 

- B. Failure to properly execute 
duties of a Sergeant/ Officer- in- 
charge by failing to submit a timely 
report to the Police Chief 
regarding the injuries of the 
prisoner. 

- C. Violation of a direct order 
from the Chief of Police not to 
discuss any aspects of this incident 
with any witness, the victim, or the 
victim's family. 

- D. Witholding evidence by 
removing copied reports and a 
video tape from the police 
department. 

- E. Falsification of reports by 
making false statement son reports 
submitted to the Chief of Police. 

- F. Conduct unbecoming a 
police officer, including, interalia, 
coercing the McNally family into 
not pressing charges. 

The Town claims that there was 
just cause for demoting Officer 
Vassallo, a shown by a 
preponderance of evidence. 
Additionally, the Town claims that~ 
there was no harmful error or any 
error of law or fact that would 
allow the Commission to modify 
the decision to demote Officer 
Vassallo. 

Officer Vassallo argues that any 
force that was used was not 
excessive find was in self- defense. 
He also argues that at the time of the 
incident his shift.had ended and the 
Officer- in- charge was actually 
Sergeant Palmer. Therefore, he 
asserts that Sergeant Palmer not he, 
was responsible for submitting an 
incident report. Officer Vassallo 
further argues that the Chicf did 
not give him a direct order not to 
discuss the McNally incident with 
anyone, Finally Officer Vassallo 
argues that taking the video tape 
and copying it was permissable. He 
denies falsifying any reports. 

Finding of Fact 

1. At approximately 11:45 P.M. 
‘on February 23, 1985, units of the 
Wilmington Police Dept. (Sergeant 
Vassallo, Officers Parsons and 
Redding) were dispatched to the 
residence of Bernard McNally to 
quell a domestic dispute. 

2. At the residence, Bernard 
McNally's son, Patrick was taken 
into protective custody. Patrick was 
intoxicated. Patrick resisted 
Officer Parsons, yelled and became 
combative. A wrestling match 
ensued with Sergeant Vassallo, 
Officers Parsons and Patrick 
McNally rolling around on the 
ground in the back yard until 
Patrick was handcuffed. Patrick 
was placed in Officer Redding's 
cruisér and transported to the 
station, 

3. At the time Patrick was taken 
into protective custody he had a cut 
on his right hand, self inflicted, 
caused by his punching a water 
cooler in his parents’ residence. He 
also had a scratch on his forchead_ 


4. Upon arriving at the police 
station Officer Redding took 
Patrick to the booking window in 
the cell lock where he removed the 
handcuffs. After completing the 
booking process both Officer 
Redding and Patrick went to the 
sink at the other end of the cell 
block and cleaned up. 

5. During the booking and clean 
up Patrick acted normally. Patrick 
said that he was very sorry for what 
had happened. He expressed his 
concern that he had disappointed 
his parents. He related to Officer 
Redding and Sergeant Vassallo and 
Officer Parsons, who by this time 
had returned to the station and 
entered the cellblock area, that he 
had a drug problem. patrick was 
talkative but not combative. 

6. While Patrick was talking the 
group moved down the cellblock 
toward the booking window until 
they were in front of cell #4, 

7. At some time after the group 
move din front of cell #4 Sergeant 
Vassallo told Patrick that "it's time 
10 go into the cell.” 

8, Patrick did not want to go into 
the cell and he resisted. Sergeant 
Vassallo grabbed hold of one of 
Patrick's arms and Officer Redding 
the other. Patrick grabbed at the 
sides of the cell doorway with each 
hand. 

9. Officer Redding's hold was 
broken and he grabbed hold of 
Patrick's waist and one harm and 
twisted him into the cell, 

10. Officer Redding, now inside 
the cell and standing in back of 
Patrick grasped both of his wrists 
and pulled his arms upward behind 
his back. Patrick continued to 
struggle. As Officer Redding 
pulled Patrick's arms higher 
Patrick's head was forced 
downwards. At this time Sergeant 
Vassallo kneed Patrick in the face 
two times.* 

11. After being kneed all 
resistance by Patrick ended. 
Redding let go of his wrists and 
Patrick collapsed onto the bunk and 
floor. Officer Redding and 
Sergeant Vassallo left the cell and 
closed the door. 

12. As a result of being kneed by 
Sergeant Vassallo, Patrick's lip was 
cut and bled heavily. (see Exhibits 
9-14). 

13. After being struck by 
Sergeant Vassallo Patrick began 
swearing. Sergeant Vassallo spoke 
to Pathick ‘ant triéd 10 calm him 
down. Sergeant Vassallo gave him 
paper towels for the bleeding. 

14. Some time after Bernard 
McNally came to the police station 
to see if Patrick had received 
medical attention for his cut right 
hand. Bernard spoke to Officer 
Parsons, who was sitting at the 
desk. Bernard asked if he could see 
his son, Officer Parsons responded, 
"I'd rather you didn’t , he's resting 
comfortable.” At this time Patrick 
yelled from his cell, "Dad come 
here," 

15. Bernard went to the cellblock 
and observed Patrick standing in 
his cell. Patrick's face was covered 
with blood. There was blood on his 
clothes. His upper lip was swollen. 
There was blood on the floor of the 
cell, walls and the cell bars. 

16. Patrick, responding to 
question posed by his father, said 
that Sergeant Vassallo had kicked 
him in the mouth while Officer 
Redding held his hands behind his 
back. 


* Sergeant Vassallo during his 
testimony admitted that he kneed 
Patrick once. 

17. Bernard observed that 
Patrick's two front teeth were loose 
and that his lip was cut inside his 
mouth. 

18. Patrick asked his father if he 
could get him out, to which 
Bernard responded, “no, I don't 
think so." 

19. Bernard returned home and 
told his wife what he had observed 
at the police station. 

20. Mrs. McNally asked Bernard 
if he would go back to the police 
station and bring Patrick home. 

21. About 2:00 a.m. Bernard 
returned to the police station and 
told Officer Parsons that he wanted 
to take Patrick home, Officer 
Parsons told Bernard that the 
Sergeant- in- charge, Palmer, 
would have to authorize Patrick's 
release. 

22, Officer Parsons radioed 
Sergeant Palmer and told him that 
Mr. McNailty was at the station and 
wanted to take Patrick home. 


Sergeant Palmer proceeded to the 
station. 


23. After Sergeant Palmer 
arrived at the station, he and 
Bernard went to Patrick's cell. 
Bernard told Sergeant Palmer that 
he was going to file a complaint 
with the Chief and that he wanted 
pictures taken. Sergeant Palmer 
called Officer Waterhouse and had 
him take pictures of Patrick and the 
cell. 

24. Sergeant Vassallo after being 
informed by Sergeant Palmer on 
the telephone that Mr. McNally was 
going to file a complaint with the 
Chief arrived at the station. In 
Sergeant Palmer's presence 
Sergeant Vassallo told Bernard that 
he did not kick Patrick and that "on 
his family's soul he did not touch 
him." 

25. Bernard took Patrick home. 

26.Bemard's son, James McNally 
was a Police Officer for the 
Wilmington Police Department for 
three years prior to 1985. On 
February 24, 1985 he was a Special 
Agent for the United States Secret 
Service undergoing a federal law 
enforcement training course in 
Georgia. 

27. After Bernard and Patrick 
left the police station Sergeant 
Vassallo placed a telephone call to 
James McNally in Georgia. He left 
a message for James with the 
Security Officer that there was an 
emergency at home and James was 
to call Sergeant Vassallo at the 
Wilmington Police Department. 

28, James McNally was awakened 
and given the message at 
approximately 2:30 a.m. 

29. James immediately placed a 
telephone call to Sergeant Vassallo. 
Sergeant Vassallo told James about 
Patrick being taken into protective 
custody. He related to James that 
Patrick had gotten scratched up 
pretty good at the house and it 
looked much worse than it really 
was. He told James that Patrick 
said, he (Vassallo) had kicked him, 
and that his father believed Patrick 
and was going to seck a complaint 
against him (Vassallo)... 

30. Sergeant Vassallo told James 
that he “never laid a hand” on 
Patrick and wanted James to 
intercede with his father for him 
(Vassallo). 

31. James believed Sergeant 
Vassallo, 

._ 32, James called his father. His 

the? was bpset to learn that 
Vassallo had called James. His 
father told him that there was no 
doubt that Patrick had becn kicked 
in the face by Vassallo. James told 
his father there was no time limit 
and not do to anything until he 
returned from Georgia on March 
8. Bernard returned the civilian 
complaint form to the police 
station. 

33. Wilmington Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart, was on vacation 
until February 27, 1985. When he 
reported to the police station 
Sergeant Palmer informed him that 
Bernard McNally had taken out a 
citizen complete but had withdrawn 


it. 

34. On March 23, 1985 Patrick 
filed a citizen's complaint with 
Chicf Stewart against Sergeant 
Vassallo. 

35. On March 25, 1985 Chief 
Stewart initiated an Internal Affairs 
investigation and ordered all 
officers involved (Vassallo, 
Palmer, Redding, Burke, King and 
Parsons) to file reports, and he 
instructed each of them no to 
discuss the case with witnesses and 
family members involved with the 
case. 

36. During the first week in 
April, 1985 Chief Stewart learned 
that Patrick McNally was going to 
seek a criminal complaint in the 
Woburn District Court against 
Sergeant Vassallo. At that time 
Chief Stewart suspended the 
Internal Affairs investigation until 
such time as the criminal matter

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was resolved. He notified Vassallo 
that he was suspended the 
investigation. 

37. On November 6, 1985 Chief 
Stewart resumed the Internal 
Affairs investigation. On 
December 18, 1985 he notified 
Vassallo that he had resumed the 
investigation and gave Vassallo 
additional questions which were 
answered. 

38. On February 28, 1985 
Officer Redding and Sergeant 
Vassallo partially re-enacted the 
events in cell #4. 

39, In or about April, 1985 
Robert Vassallo called James 
McNally to discyss the criminal 
case that was pending or soon to be 
pending in the Woburn District 
Court. James McNally told Vassallo 
that it was too late to do anything. 

40. The practice of the 
Wilmington Police Department 
involving an incident which begins 
on one shift and continues to 
another is that the Officers and 
Sergeants on duty carry over into 
the next shift until that incident is 
concluded. 

41. The policy of the Wilmington 
Police Department involving video 
tapes which are to be used in court 
cases is for the duty Sergeant to 
turn the video tape into the 
Lieutenant or the Deputy Chief of 
the Department. 

42. On February 24, 1985 
Sergeant Vassallo took possession 
of a video tape of cell #4. He 
secured the video tape in his locker. 
Sometime later Vassallo removed 
the video tape and had a copy made. 
In December, 1985 Vassallo was 
ordered to return the video tape, 
which he did. 

Conclusion and 

recommendation 

The evidence establishes that 
Sergeant Vassallo used excessive 
force by twice kneeing Patrick 
McNally in the face while inside 
cell #4. As a result of this force 
McNally's lip was split and he bled 
heavily from*the mouth and 
perhaps nose. His front teeth were 
loosened, The evidence docs not 
justify the use of this force. Patrick 
McNally was intoxicated and had 
been taken into protective custody. 
He had been beligerent. He had 
resisted being placed inside the cell. 
However, at the time Vassallo 
kneed McNally he was restrained 
inside the cell. He as not escapii 
nor did he. pose.a threat to Vaseaile, 
Vassallo's action was not done in 
self-defense but was a retaliatory 
act upon a person in his care and 
custody and without any 
justification, 

Vassallo's subsequent action of 
telephoning James McNally in the 
middle of the night, infogming him 
of the incident, and then/lying about 
his (Vassallo's) invglvement is 
without questio# conduct 
unbecoming a police officer and 
needs no further di ion, 

The evidence iblishes that 
Vassallo failed to file a report about 
the incident until ordered to do so. 
Vassallo was the Sergeant- in- 
charge when the Patrick McNally 
incident began. The fact that the 
incident continued into the next, 
shift did not relieve Vassallo of hi 
responsibility as Sergeant- ii 
Charge as t the incident. (S 


in- Charge Vassallo was required 
under the rules and regulations of 
The Department to file a written 
report of the incident (See Exhibit 
4p. 17B.5 and p. 20 B. 30a). 

I conglude that the Appointing 
Authoglty has established in whole 
or specifications leticred A, B 
and 
As to specification C, the 
Appointing Authority established 
that Vassallo (and the others) was 
(were) ordered not to discuss the 
case with witnesses and family 
members. This occurred on March 
25, 1985. The purpose according to 


Chief Stewart was to protect the 
integrity of the Internal Affairs 
investigation. However, that 
investigation was suspended during 
the first week of April when Chief 
Stewart learned that Patrick 
McNally was going to seek a 
criminal complaint. James McNally 
was not certain whether the 
telephone call from Vassallo 
Ooccurred before or after the 
criminal proceeding .was initiatcd. 
Consequently, 1 can not conclude 
that the conversation occurred 
during the pendancy of the Internal 
Affairs investigation. Further the 
telephone call was initiated at a 
time, I infer, that the criminal 
process was at least being discussed. 
T conclude that it would be unfair to 
restrict Vassallo from discussing/ 
resolving that process before it 
began with the person, James 
McNally, who was in fact secking 
the criminal complaint. 

The best evidence regarding the 
reinactment of the incident between 
Vassallo and Redding is that it 
occurred on February 28, 1985, 
almost one month prior to the 
Chief's order. 

I conclude that the Appointing 
Authority failed to prove 
specification C. 

The evidence surrounding the 
video tape was sparce. There is no 
question that there was a video tape. 
Vassallo took possession of it and 
placed it in his locker. He removed 
the video tape and made a copy of 
it. He returned the tape when 
ordered to by the Chief. There was 
a departmental policy for video 
tapes, which were to be used in 
court cases. However, no evidence 
was offered as to when the policy 
was formulated and implemented 
nor that Vassallo was aware of it. In 
fairness it seems at worst that 
Sergeant Vassallo failed to request 
guidance for seeking permission to 
copy the videotape. This I conclude 
the Appointing Authority failed to 
sustain specification D, 

Finally, Vassallo is charged with 
submitting a false report. The 
alleged falsity is that in the report, 
Vassallo said, consistent with his 
testimony (which I discredit), that 
he had kneed Patrick McNally once 
in self- defense. This simply was 
not truc. Regardless of whether 
Vassallo kneed Patrick once or 
twice, this action clearly was not in 
self defense. The Appointing 
Authority sustained specification E.

The question before the 
Civil Service Commission is "not 
whether it would have acted as the 
Appointing Authority had acted but 
whether, on the facts found by the 
Commission, there was reasonable 
justification for the action taken by 
the Appointing Authority in the 
circumstances found by the 
Commission to have existed when 
the Appointing Authority made its 
decision.” 

Watertown v. Arria 451 N.E. 2d 
443, 445 (1983), However as the 
Appeals Court note din Town of 
Dedham v. Civil Service 
Commission 483 N.E. 2d 836 "The 
question of modification of the 
penalty was not presented by the 
Arria record.” at 837. Under G.L.

A gifted - talented and 
career awareness enrichment 
program servicing students in 
gtades seven to 11, Space is open to 
students from Shawsheen and the 
school systems of the district towns. 
Now in its second year, Space will 
be expanded from two to five 
programs according to David 
Whalley, Space coordinator and 
Tech science teacher. 

"We had a big, and positive 
response to the program last'year,”" 
Whalley said. "Students did a needs 
assessment at the end of the 
program and were asked what else 
they would like to do. Coordinators 
and teachers of the gifted and 
talented were also polled," he 
added. 


As a result, this year's program 
will not only explore the high 
technology fields of chemistry 
laboratory and electronics 
laboratory in a state of the art, 
interactive environment at Shaw- 
sheen Tech as they did last year. 
Three new programs will be added 
- theater arts, computers and 
Cad-Cam. 

Whalley said a screening 
committee received application 
forms this week. Admission to the 
program requires a 
self-recommendation plus the 
recommendation of two teachers. 
The screening committee will rate 
the self-evaluation and teacher 
recommendation forms. Anyone 
interested in the program or who 
would like to tour the facilities is 
encouraged to attend the Parents’ 
Night.” 

Space programs will run one 
afternoon a week for 12 to 20 
sessions, depending upon the 
program. Esch class is limited to 20 
students, with most programs 
staffed by two instructors. Appli- 
cation deadline for chemistry and 
electronics is November 10, with 
those programs scheduled to begin 
the week of November 28. These 
two Cad Cam will be held at 
Shawsheen. The computer course 
will be run in Wilmington, and a 
Billerica location is being sought 
for theater arts, "This program is a 
collaboration of all our district 
communities," Whalley said,. “so 
we wanted to have more locations 
involved. The new programs will 
begin January and February. 

Space is in the second year of a 
two year state grant. "Next year, 
we will ask the towns for funding to 
continue the program,” Whalley 
said.

of lighted crystal beads that will 
decorate the ceiling is still in boxes. 

Along with the 237 rooms, he 
said, the Holiday Inn will have 11 
luxury suites, with wet bars inside, 
along with the function rooms. 

The ballroom can be split into 
four separate function ooms, the 
manager said, and there also are 
two "board rooms” and two smaller 
function rooms available. Smaller 
functions may be held in the lobby 
dining and bar arcas, he said, 

Also included in the facility is an 
Old English style pub, just off the 
main lobby. 

A huge kitchen, just below the 
main level, has air conditioning to 
make the room easier on the crew. 
Two walk-in refrigerators and one 
walk-in freezer line the walls. Just 
off the kitchen are the locker rooms 
and a break room for employees. 

In one wing of the three-armed 


building is the swimming pool and 
whirlpool, which are both filled 
and awaiting patrons.

Stop the illegal immigrants!

‘The recent bust of immigrants at 
Suffolk Downs has highlighted the 
Presence of illegal immigrants in 
American society. 

But the impact of immigrants into 
the outdoors is incredibly worse. 
Unlike those humble horse handlers 
from Central America, illegal 
aliens in the outdoors can't be 
caught. 

For instance, let's start with the 
mongoose. 

Years ago, some genius in Hawaii 
decided to import a breeding stock 
of mongoose, ostensibly to keep the 
islands’ rat population down. You 
may have read about the mongoose 
in Kipling's classic story "Riki- 
Tiki-Tavi,” and how the mongoose 
is one of the few critters that can 
tackle a cobra. The little predators 
can tackle just about anything small 
enough for them to jump on. 

But the folks in Hawaii learned, a 
bit too late, that the mongoose lives 
and operates during the day, while 
the rats came out at night. End 
result: Lots of mongoose running 
around AND lots of rats. Oops. 
There are strict laws banning the 
importation of any mongoose into 
the continental U.S. Good. 

Another whiz decided to import a 
harmless European caterpillar, in 
hopes that the critter's stringy webs 
could be made into marketable silk. 
We still swear at the Gypsy Moth 
caterpillar in New England when 
we see the decimation of forests 
done by the little beastie. 

The Russian Thistle came to the 
U.S. by accident, but those damned 
tumbleweeds are still rolling along. 
In the Old Country, a certain bug is 
supposed to keep Russian Thistle in 
check, but we've been reluctant to 
import the bug. No wonder. 

Another common plant, one that 
we see a lot in New England, is the 
Purple Loostrife, a tall plant with 
small violet flowers at the top. This 
weed grows in swamps and marshes 
everywhere, but it came here by 
pure accident. Now it won't leave. 

The Mediterranean Fruit Fly is 
big news in California, since the 
"Med Fly" destréy8 fruit” The fly 
entered the country, according to 
the best educated guesses, when an 
infested piece of fruit was illegally 
brought into the country. 

If you've never visited the South, 
then the sight of Kudzu is probably 
an unknown for you. This ground- 
cover plant was brought from the 
Far East, but whoever brought it 
must have been asleep. The Kudzu 
climbed the garden wall, and now 
the vines is growing wild all over 
the Southern U.S. 

A forest covered in Kudzu looks 
like something out of a science- 
fiction movie. The long green vines 
cover everything in sight, from 
fence posts to phone poles. 

Every state has laws dealing with 
the importation of species, but a 
few misguided souls continue to 
violate these important laws, and 
we all pay for the results. 


One guy committed a wildlife 
atrocity in Maine a few years ago, 
and I wish I had his name because 
I'd publicize it in a heartbeat. This 
jerk deserves all the heat he can get. 

Anyway, the.guy enjoyed fishing 
for white perch, but he lamented 
the fact that his favorite lake didn't 
have any. So, this genius dumped a 
breedable stock of live perch into 
Moosehead Lake in Maine, long 
known as one of the best trout lakes 
in the area! 

The perch are now breeding like 
wildfire and eating baby trout as. 
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they grow. Moosehead's famous 
brook trout population is dying out, 
and Maine wildlife officials admit 
they can't stop the perch. The trout 
in Moosehead are history, and the 
perch are spreading into every little 
stream and pond connected to the 
bigger lake. 

Right here in Massachusetts, just 
last year, a fellow decided that his 
favorite pond had too many weeds, 
so he imported a few White Amur, 
a fish-eating hybrid of the carp. 
The state fined him heavily for his 
action, even though the hybrid fish 
aren't supposed to be breedable. 
The state wildlife folks declared 
that there wasn't enough research 
done on the White Amur for them 
to allow it into Massachusetts ponds 
yet. 

California has agricultural check- 
Points at the state border, where 
they ask if you have any fruits or 


plants in the car. If you do, the 
officials will confiscate the plants 
for the good of the huge farms in 
the Golden State. One dangerous 
species of plant or insect can cause 
millions of dollars worth of harm. 

When you enter the country, U.S. 
Customs officials will ask if you 
have anything to declare, and that 
includes any meat, plant or animals 
in your possession. 


Don't be a cute. Don't try to pull a 
fast one. Tell Customs what you 
have, then be prep.red to leave it at 
the border, And especially don't go 
importing any new species on your 
own, particularly fish, just because 
your favorite pond doesn't have it 
right now. Leave that job to state 
wildlife officials, who know what 
they're doing. You don't! 

We can't afford another Gypsy 
Moth, or a Med Fly, or Kudzu.

Such as, 17,000,000 Federal dollars 
in the fuel program, millions more 
in Medicare, home care, food 
stamps and housing all Federal 
programs. Starting January 1, we 
have heard through the media that 
the elderly will receive a four 
percent or approximatcly $20 more 
in their Social Security checks. Not 
so because there will be an 
additional $7 added to our 
Medicare which is subtracted from 
the check before you receive it. 
That drops the increase back to 
$13. 


This is the year the elderly voices 
should be heard if we hope to 
protect the programs the elderly 
before us have fought so hard for. 

Fuel assistance 

The fuel assistance program this 
year is being carried out in stages. 
The first stage has begun with 
sending applications all filled out to 
those who qualified last year. All 
you have to do is check them if all 
the information on the application 
is correct, sign the back in the two 
designated places and return to the 
address noted. If the letters under 
the income column is C for Social 
Security you will not need to send 
proof of income. If, however, next 
to the C is an I which designates 
Pension, a copy of your pension 
check has to be included. If you 
have a pension and failed to include. 
it last year do not put the I on the 
application, only include a copy of 
your pension.

WOMEN SHOPPING FOR 
SPORTING GOODS 

For years, a noteworthy 
gender gap has existed between 
Purchasers and users of spor- 
ting goods in the United States. 
Though women number fewer 
than one -third-of the users of 
Sporting goods, they make more 
than half of all purchases — $17 
poe annually — according to 

National 
Association ( NSEA) this ioe irony 
hasn't been lost on the retail 
community, according to 
Thomas B. Doyle, NSGA’s 
Director of Research & In- 
formation. 

“Sporting goods retailers are 
changing store design and 
layout to entice female buyers,”’ 
says Doyle. “They're creating 
stores which maximize service, 
Provide product information 
and include aesthetics that 
appeal specifically to women 
consumers.” 

John Chipman, president of 
Chipman Design Limited, a 
Chicago-area architectural firm 
specializing in store design 
Says that the store’s “ook 
plays a critical role in women’s 
purchases, though its effect on 
men’s purchases is less 
relevant. 

“To grab women shoppers’ 
attention, retailers must con- 
centrate on aesthetic details of 
their stores,” says Chipman. 
“Cosmetic and visual features 
of store decor, such as 
color patterns, walls and 
peer are significant to 

» but not as 
in drawing male 
shoppers, who often come into a 
‘store for a planned purchase."” 

Doyle says the most 
troublesome store design area 
for sporting goods retailers 
concerns the merchandising of 
“hard goods,"" — sports 
equipment — to women buying 
for men. He notes that one

Chipman says that most 
retailers now put activewear 
near store entrances in a mall to 
draw women buyers.

And, they “color block,” a 
technique that groups clothes 
according to color rather than 
size. This is done to grab the 
shopper’s attention and to 
present an aesthetically more 
pleasing display.
